Gill of the Altadcna Com¬ 
munity Church, and Rev.

Mr. Leach was born in 
Gloucester, England, and 
came to the United States at 
23 years of age. He studied 
at Drake University, Dos 
Moines, Iowa, and received 
the Bachelor of Divinity de¬ 
gree from the University of 
Chicago Theological Semi¬ 
nary. 

Pastorates served in this 
country included Altoona, 
Iowa; Whiting, Indiana, and 
Willimantic, Connecticut. In 
addition, Mr. Leach did edu¬ 
cational work in the mission 
field in Paraguay, and work 
under the American Board 
of Commissioners for For¬ 
eign Missions at Guadala¬ 
jara and on the faculty of 
Union Theological Seminary 
in Mexico City. 

IN RECENT years, he had 
served as interim minister 
at the Glendora Christian 
Church, the Altadcna Com¬ 
munity Church and the Sier¬ 
ra Madre Congregational 
Church, where he was serv¬ 
ing at the time of his death. 

Surviving Mr. Leach are 
his widow, Hilma. who has 
been his helper in his pas¬ 
toral work; and daughters, 
Mrs. Thutston Anderson of 
Shatter, Mrs. F. Parker Smith 
of Glendora, Mrs. John L. 
Stennett of San Diego, and 
Mrs. Richard Johnson of 
Mexico City. There are, in 
addition, two surviving 
brothers, two sisters and 11 
grandchildren.

No claim can be made 
that immunization provides 
complete protection against 
whooping cough — even an 
acute attack of the disease 
fails to do that. However, 
most physicians are agreed 
that the injections do great¬ 
ly reduce the chance of in¬ 
fection or reduce the severity 
of an attack in those cases 
where immunity proves less 
than complete. 

CERTAIN of the antibiotic 
drugs have been found valu¬ 
able in reducing both the 
severity and duration of the 
dangerous “whoop” stage. 

At the same time, the inci¬ 
dence of secondary infec¬ 
tions, including pneumonia, 
are controlled and brain 
damage that may occasion¬ 
ally give rise to personality 
changes is prevented. 

Regardless of available 
treatment, if a pre-school 
child has not received pro¬ 
tection against whooping 
cough, and also the other 
two diseases, namely, diph¬ 
theria and tetanus, that com¬ 
pose this dangerous triad, it 
is an instance (if gross neg¬ 
ligence that could well be 
deeply regretted.
